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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.47 filed December 21, 2007, and in supplement on June 
30, 2008. The petition will be treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1.183 to waive the requirements of 37 
CFR 1.48. ; 

The petition is dismissed. 

The record reflects that the joint inventors named in subject application executed the declaration required 
by 37 CFR 1.63, and that the executed declaration was filed on February 7, 2004. Petitioner now files the 
instant petition under 37 CFR 1.47 because one of the joint inventors could not be located to participate in 
the signing of ja new declaration under 37 CFR L48 to add a new inventor. Petitioner requested that the 
declaration under 37 CFR 1.48 be accepted without inventor Kaarsholm. 

It is noted that the provisions of 37 CFR 1.47 only apply to the execution of the original oath or 
declaration under 37 CFR 1.63. A petition under 37 CFR 1.47 is not appropriate in this case because the 
joint inventors executed the original declaration. Relief could have been granted pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.183, by the waiver or suspension of the requirements of 37 CFR 1.48 as to inventor Kaarsholm. 

Accordingly, the instant petition will be treated as petition under 37 CFR 1.183 to waive the requirements 
of 37 CFR 1.48 as to inventor Kaarsholm. The petition under 37 CFR 1.183 is being dismissed, however, 
because, by the filing made June 30, 2008, petitioner states that inventor Kaarsholm has been found and 
has executed a supplemental declaration that includes the name of the joint inventor petitioner wishes to 
add to the application. Waiver of the 37 CFR 1.48 is not necessary, and the petition is dismissed 
accordingly. \ 

Petitioner is advised that the petition under 37 CFR 1.48 is properly treated in the Technology Center. It 
is noted, however, that the issue fee for this application was paid on December 21, 2007. The Technology 
Center may require that the inventorhsip for this application be corrected pursuant to 37 CFR 1.324 after 
issuance of the patent. In any case, this matter requires no further consideration by the Office of Petitions 
and questions regarding correction of inventorship under 37 CFR 1.48 or 37 CFR 1.324 should be 
directed to Technology Center 1600, GAU 1654.
